all of the native sons living-in other 
states who are now claiming 
the 


soldier bonus could be counted as 
residents, as they say they arc. 
The question arises over where the 
men registered for the draft. 


The Service Recofrniaon Board 


holds that where, a man registers 
there is his residence for. all pur- 
poses of military service during the 
German war; that if a former Bad- 
ger registered in New York some 
other 
Wisconsin 
man 
had to be 


drafted in- this state to fill his place; 
that every man who formerly lived 
in Wisconsin had an opportunity to 
register in this state by mail; that 
such men, regardless of where they 
resided when drafted, are entitled 
to the bonus; but that if a man lived 
in some other state and registered 
there, he is credited by the war de- 
partment to that state and is not 
entitled to- Wisconsin's bonus. 


The board is endeavoring to give 


the benefit to the soldier where it 
can be done without playing false 
with the tax payers of Wisconsin, 
but holds that the place where a 
man registered is his residence.
